Nation-wide Prohibition Assured. 


So far as ratification is concerned the "trick has been turned" 


and the United States will soon be a bone dry country insofai 
as law can make it so. The votes of 36 states were needed to 
make the amendment a part of--the constitution, and on 
Thursday the Nebraska Legislature joined, the list of those 
which had before gone on record, completing the number re- 
quired ajid niaking it certain that the most gigantic socia 
experiment in the history of the world is to be tried in thi 
country. 


The amendment provides that after one year from its ratlli 


cation the manufacture, transportation, importation or ex 
pprtatioii of intoxicants for beverage purposes shall be pro 
hibitcd in (lie United Stales and all territory under its juris 
diction, and that Congress and the several states shall have 
concurrent power-to enforce the law. 


It is,dif]icuH for the.ordinary mind to comprehend just wha 


this means.-';. All know. wliaLprohibitioii is as it hiis been trice 
in towns, counties, cities and states, but the idea of such ; 
country as the United States being absolutely dry from coas 
lo coast, in the biggesl cities as well as in Hie smallest hamlets 
is practically beyond the imagination. 


In every large city there is a foreign clement drawn from 


(he four quarters of'the earth, composed of people who have 
been accustomed lo flic use of beer and wine almost from the 
time of their birth. They regard these things as a part ,of theii 
living, and lob e deprived of (heir customary beverages will be 
an experience such as Ihey never dreamed of. What [lie eO'ccl 
will be remains lo be seen. Only a few years ago .the pasloi 
of Plymouth church in Brooklyn, Rev. Dr. Newell Dwighl 
Hillis, declared thai under all Ihe circumstances he would nol 
favor prohibition for such a city as New York, 


Bolh the friends and the opponents of-this measure have tiic 


war to (hank for the speedy consummation of flic mighty step 
thai has been taken. Congress passed Ihe resolution submit- 
ting the amendment to the various slate legislatures in Ihe 
midst of the seething preparations for war in 1917, and the 
recent sweep of ratification is fresh in (he public mind. 


Never in the hislory.of nations has such an experiment been 


tried before. 
Personal liberty and stale liglils have gone 


down together so far as Ihis question is concerned. The slep 
is strictly in line wtih what this pa par recently said of the ten- 
dency toward centralization and paternalism, and the outcome 
must be awaited with such philosophy as we can command 


Theoretically Ihe slep will place Ihe country on a very high 


moral plane and reduce the various evils that afllict society lo 
the minimum. What il will do in practice lime-will tell.
